Occurrence  and  Comment. 


The  Easter  Jolly,  it  appears,  is  still  <Jn  in 
some  of  the  so-called  evangelical  denomi- 
nations, hut  by  no  means  to  such  an  ex- 
tent as  usual.  This  is  ' a healthy  indica- 
tion ol  the  growth  of  sound  doctrine,  ;and 
sooner  or  lateir  must  go  far  to  nrrestf  the 
decay  in  sound  morals.  Especially  ii  it 
note-worthy  that  a diminishing  number  ot 
Baptist  pastofs  and  churches  give  it  |tny 
respect,  and  eyen  a much  smaller  nunjber 
of  newspapers  notice  it  at  all. 

An  archbishop  on  "Holy  Thursday" 
washed  in  a silver  basin  one  toot  each  ot  1 2 
boys  ot  “lowly  degree,”  an  assistant 
priest  wiped  it,  and  then  the  archjrife&op 
kissed  the  instep  of  each  cleansed  fejot. 
The  humility  which  is  self-conscious  and 
advertises  itself  once  a year  in  unnecessary 
service  is  far  removed  from  that  grjice 
which  our  Master-Lord  commended  jin 
bathing  the  dusty  and  sandal-worn  ftet 
ot  his  disciples.  It  is  “lowness”  to  de- 
grade a sacred  service  to  a spectacular  per- 
formance aud  not  the  “lowliness,”  the 
humility,  ot  Jesus.

The  chimney  smoke  nuisunee  in  many  jof 
our  cities  is  made  to  be  very  great,  evtn 
intolerable.  That,  however,  is  mainly  be- 
cause it  is  neither  useful  nor  profitable. 
Many  expedients  and  inventions  are  tie- 
sorted  to  for  its  abatement.  This  is  ijll 
well  enough,  and  we  wish  well  to  dll 
smoke  fighters.  But  what  about  th^t' 
other  smoke-nuisance,  the  more  intoleraliie 
and  criminal  cigaret?  We  suppose  on  ac- 
count of  the  pleasure  it  affords  the  smokdr 
and  the  profit  to  the  dealer,  it  must  be  sad- 
dled upon  us  ultifnately,  notwithstanding 
it  is  fast  making  us  to  become  a nation 
of  imbeciles  and  suicides. 

The  divorce  evil  is  a fungus  growth  op 
our  social  life.  If  marriage  is  “honorable 
in  all,”  then  it  is  the  moral  condition  qf 
human  lift;  and  divorce  is  dishonorable  it 
any,  and  it  is  abnormal,  revolutionary 
and  even  anarchic.  Th_*  conserving  ele- 
ments in  all  marriages  are  eonsid. ration , 
sobriety  and  industry  on  the  prtrt  of  th< 
one  head  f the  family;  and  loving, cartful, 
wifely,  raotherlyi  housekeeping  on  the 
part  of  the  cth<r.j  Beloved,  it  these  tiling^ 
be  in  you  and  abound,  they  make  your 
home  a beautiful  and  happy  one;  but  it 
they  arc  not  a part  of  your  life-assets, j 
then  cross  purposes  and  estrangements* 
are  current,  commodities,  and  divorcei 
courts  immediate  possibilities. 


A whiskey  mob,  elated  over  victory  in  a 
local  option  election  nt  Mannington,  W. 
Vn.,  attacked  the  Baptist  pastor  who  lmd 
been  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  cause  of 
prohibition.  “They  howled  around  his 
dwelling  like  demons.  They  tore  a solidly 
built  railing  from  bis  poich  and  bent  it  in- 
to kindling  wood  against  the  sides  of  his 
house  ard  upon  the  floor  of  his  porch.  A 
lady  and  a sick  child  in  the  house  required 
the  services  of  the  physician  within  three 
hours  of  the  time  the  mob  came.  The  mis- 
creants kicked  and  pounded  at  the  door, 
and  had  it  not  resisted  their  blows,  they 
seemed  in  a tem|)er  to  have  mobbed  the  in- 
side <of  the  house.”  And  this  the  papers 
say  was  an  actual  occurence,  and  that  in 
a commonwealth  noted  for  freedom  and 
refinement.  Such  conduct  is  good  help 
towards  the  absolute  prohibition  of  the 
liquor  traffic  in  out  country. 

At  the  inauguration  of  Dr.  E.  A.  Aider- 
man  as  president  of  the  univeisity  of  Vir- 
ginia it  was  announced  that  Mr.  Carnegie 
would  give  the  institution  $500,000  on 
condition  that  its  friends  raise  $500,000 
more;  and  also  that  of  thc'$250,000  given 
at  the  banquet  closing  the  inaugural  ex- 
ercises,  $100,000  was  from  Mr.  Kockefel- 
ler.^’to  found  a school  of  education  to  be 
called  the  Curry  Memorial  School  of  Edu- 
cation of  the  University  ot  Virginia,  in  com- 
memoration ot  the  great  and  distinguished 
services  of  Dr.  Curry  in  behalf  of  popular 
education  in  the  South.”  Oh,  that  some 
one  would  make  a large  gift  to  Mississip- 
pi College,  and  turn  streams  of  beneficnce 
to  that  great  school  sorely  needful  of 
building  and  equipments!  Mark  the 
prophecy,  he  or  they  will  do  this  very 
thing,  and  we  shall  live  to  see  it. 

William  J.  Dawson,  the  great  English 
Evangilist,  who  has  recently  been  in  our 
country,  says  the  little  “Evangelist”  has 
sufTcted  degradation  in  America!  These 
sensational  announcements  grieved  him: 
“A  cyclone ' evangelist,"  “a  wheel  chair 
evangelist,”  and  “The  whirl-wind  evan- 
gelist.” Not  only  their  announcements, 
but  tbeir  methods  aud  preaching  are  ob- 
jectionable. It  is  a matter  of  devout  grati- 
tude  however  that  the  old  type  of  evan- 
gelist is  lieing  supplanted  by  a new  and 
better  one.'  The  former  tyj»e  would  first 
of  all  seek  to  attract  the  unconverted  by 
scolding  pastors  and  abusing  Christians 
Then  they  would  make  sin  funny  and 
ridiculous,  and  urge  that  sober  gentlemen 
ought  to  abandon  it.  Conversion  was 

solely  ceasing  to  do  evil  and  learning  to 
do  good,  inspired  and  sustained  by  human 
desire  and  effort.  The  new  type  manifests

sympathy  with  toiling  pastors  and  weak 
disciples  In  tbeir  preaching,  sin  is  a ciime 
against  God  ami  merits  his  righteous  in- 
dignation and  determination  to  punish  it. 
Conversion  is  the  spiritual  life  given  by  the 
Holy  S irit  in  regeneration  going  out  in 
holy  living.  We  hehrtily  speed  the  depart- 
ure of  the  old  and  welcome  the  new. 

In  these  five  points  elaborated  in  the 
address  made  at  his  inauguration  us  Pew- 
dent  of  the  University  of  Virginia  l)r.  E.  A. 
Alderman  laid  the  foundation  onjwhich  he 
purposed  to  place  whatever  he  might 
build. 

1.  "A  sympathetic  understanding  of  de- 
mocracy as  a working  hypothesis  of  life, 
guaranteeing  to  every  man  a chance  to 
realize  the  best  that  is  in  him.” 

2 “An  absolute  religious  freedom, com 
bined  with  wide  and  vitul  religious  op-  * 
portuuities.!’ 

3.  "An  appeal  to  the  best  in  young 
men.  resulting  in  the  creation  of  a student 
public  opinion  and  a student  system  of 
honor,  which  endowed  the  University  of 
the  past  and  endows. the  University  of  to- 
day with  its  richest  asset  of  reputation 
and  fame." 

4.  “A  high  standard  of  scholarship 
rigidly  maintained,  in  an  air  of  freedom  of 
learning  and  freedom  of  teaching,  beget-  - 
ting  an  austere  ideal  of  thoroughness  and 
honesty.” 

5.  “A  conceptual  of  culture  as  a coin- 
pound  of  sound  learning  and  gracious  con^H 
duet,  a*  an  inheritance  of  manhood 
moral  will  won  through  discipline  and  ^ 
conquest,  and  as  a capacity  to  deal  with 
men  in  the  rough  w’ork  of  the  wot  Id  with 
quietness  and  simplicity.” 

1 he  men  who  killed  Sheriff  I’oag  ol  Tate 
County  di«l  not  go  to  Senatobia  for  that 
purpose.  The  supposition  is  they  intended 
to  lynch  a prisoner.  Resisted  by  consti- 
tuted authority,  angered  by  the  firing  of  a 
gun  as  a warning,  they  shot'down  an  offi- 
cer ot  the  law  while  in  discharge  of  sworn 
duty.  When  the  mob  discovered  what  * 
oue  of  tbeir  number  had  done,  regretting 
the  deed,  and  recognizing  its  character, 
they  immediately  fled,  leaving  the  prisoner 
in  jail.  They  knew  that  they  had  slain  an 
officer  of  law.  In  its  wild  frenzy,  the  mob 
exceeded  its  own  desire  and  purpose. 
Mob  law  leads  to  many  evils.  Innocent 
women  mid  helpless  children  are  the  prin- 
cipal sufferers  Many  things  arc  worse 
than  death.  This  sheriff  was  a martyr. 
He  bore  witness  even  uuto  death  to  the 
majesty  of  law.  He  made  the  mistake  of 
not  protecting  himself  and  wife  and  Tittle 
ones.  It  is  not  required  of  an  officer  of 
law  that  he  be  more  can  ful  ot  the  file  of 
the  lawless  than  c f his  own  life.  T lie  State 
owes  it  to  its  citizens  to  deul  with  this 
case  in  such  manner  that  it  will  go  far 
towards  putting  an  end  to  mob  rule.

essary  muffling  in  winter.  Voice-culture 
is  also  beneficial  to  the  throat  through  the 
stimulating  influence  of  the  movements 
nnd  vibrations.  Singing,  reading  alosd 
oratorical  practice  should  be  encouraged 
on  this  account. 

During  protracted  illness,  especially  when 
there  is  fever,  antiseptic  solutions  should 
lie  used  for  gargling,  or  with  an  atomizer 
when  gargling  cannot  be  practiced.  They 
are  serviceable  also  for  the  prevention  of 
• infection  in  those  whoattend  person?  suffer- 
ing from  catagious  diseases,  01  who  acci- 
dentally come  into  contact  with  them.  . 

The  common  symptoms  by  which  throat 
troubles  become  recognizable  are  discom- 
fort,  obstructionof  respiration,  nasal  voice 
and  coughing  or  hawking.  A child  thus 
affected  sleeps  with  its  head  thrown  back, 
its  mouth  open,  and  it  often  snores.  It 
soon  requires  the  habit  of  mouth  breath- 
ing, and  if  neglected,  becomes  dull  and  ex- 
pressionless; the  jaws  remain  unden lop<  d 
and  the  teeth  do  not  close  correctly-. 

The  removal  of  enlarged  tonselsand  ade- 
noid growths  should  not  Ik-  deferred.  A 
surgical  operation  on  a child  is  a trying 
ordeal  to  the  parents,  but  iu  this  instahee 
the  operation  is  trivial  in  comparison  to 
the  benefit  derived  from  it,  and  it  is  rarely 
followed  by  any  evil  result.  Very  olten, 
indeed,  a formidable  operation  can  be 
avoided  if  the  child  is  taken  early  to  a

Now,  the  Baptist  Orphanage  js  owned  and 
operated  by  Mississippi  Baptists,  just  as 
Mississippi  College  is;  and  as  such  "secta- 
rian’’ is  in  the  same  sense  and  for  the  same 
reason,  and  so,  also,  is  every  other  denomi- 
national Orphanage  in  the  State.  The  fact, 
ot  which  so  much  is  made,  that  the  several 
Orphanages  receive  all  white  children  who 

restrictions, 


Strange  that  our  brother  djd  not 
see  this  difference  between  the  child  and 
the  institution  where  the  child  is.  Take  an 
illustration;  My  boy,  under  the  law,  is 
entitled  to  a public  school  education;  but, 
suppose,  as  I may  do,  before  he  finishes 
with  the  public  sch  jol,  I Bend  him  t,o  Mis- 
sissippi College,  what  then  ? Why,  the 
college  looks  to  me  for  his  tuition,  apd  not 
to  the  State;  for  it  cannot  receive  frpm  the 
State,  for  my  boy,  what  he  is  entitled  to 
before  he  became  a student  of  the  College 
and  while  in  college.  It  will  be  proper  here 
to  recall  the  Port  Arthur  stand  taken  by 
our  learned  editors  also,  who  in  speaking 
of  the  attendance  of  the  Orphans  upon  the 
public  school,  make  this  remarkable  state- 
ment:! “These  children  attend  as  citizens 
and  not  as  orphans.”  Here  is  richness  in- 
deed ! How  can  “a  citizen”  even  receive 
public  school  aid  through  a denomina- 
tion channel  ? Do  tell  us  this  plainljr.  As 
I have  said,  my  boy  expects  to  attend  Mis- 
sissippi College  some  day,  and  too,  j "as  a 
citizen”  I trust,  but  it  being  a denomina- 
tional institution,  I do  not  expect  to  have 
his  matriculation,  or  tuition?  paid  by  the 
State,  as  it  would  be  should  he  go  to  the 
State  University.  Now,  this  is  the  case  of 
the  orphans  exactly,  as  fir  as  it  goes.  Be- 
fore they  became  inmates  of  the  Orphanage, 
a “sectarian,”  or  denominational,  institu- 
tion; they  were  entitled  to  all  that  the  pub- 
what  was  con-  lie  schools  could  do  for  them;  but  now 
w-as  unconstitutional  finding  themselves  the  wards  of  a great 

denomination,  they  for  the  time  being  look 
to  the  denomination  rather  than  the  State 
for  all  they  need. 

Now  the  difference  between  my  home  and 
the  Orphanage,  and  my  boy  in  my 
home  and  the  same  boy,  in  the  Orphan- 
age, makes  all  the  difference  in  the  world, 
in  his  relation  to  the  public  school.  My 
home  is  not  a chartered  institution,  but 
the  Orphanage  is;  a child  becomes  a mem-

And  the  ap- 
palling educational  situation,  in  England 
and  Canada  today  warns  us  against  the 
awful  danger  of  doing  anything  that  has 
even  the  slightest  appearance  of  the  terri- 
ble ugliness  of  the  thing  in  whose  wake  so 
many  giant  evils  have  stalken  down  the 
centuries. 

As  I said  in  the  outset,  so  I say  at  the 
close.  This  is  a new  application  of  an  old 
question;  and  no  man  should  rush  to  a 
conclusion  and  speak  unadvisedly  with  his 
lips.  Herein  I have  written  the  convic- 
tions of  my  own  mind  and  heart,  upon  a 
great  question  ot  far-reaching  importance, 
and  with  hearty  good  will  for  everybody. 

I am  not  “disgruntled;”  I seek  to  "doWn” 
no  man;  I covet  no  man’s  place  on  this 
earth.  I have  all  I can  do,  and  ten  times 
more,  and  am  satisfied  with  what  I have. 
As  for  the  Orphans;  they  shall  not  cry  for 
bread  so  long  as  my  children  do  not.

In  connection  with  the  above  paper  by 
Bro.  W.  P.  Price,  we  feel  it  our  duty  to  the 
Orphanage  and  to  our  great  Baptist 
brotherhood  in  the  State  to  add  a few 
words.  We  desire  to  state,  in  the  first 
place,  that  we  have  been  associated  with 
Bro.  Price  in  work  on  The  Baptist  and 
in  various  other  relations  for  the  last  five 
years.  This  intimate  association  has  re- 
vealed to  us  his  sterling  qualities  of  char- 
acter. We  should  be  untrue  to  our  fixed 
convictions  if  we  were  to  fail  to  say  in 
this  connection  that  he  is  a true  man,  a 
loyal  Baptist.  Also  it  should  be  said  that 
he  does  not  travel  around  seeking  contra- 
versies,  and  only  engages  in  them  in  olie- 
dience  to  his  covictions  of  duty. 

So  when  the  question  of  the  orphans  at- 
tending a school  which  the  County  Lojca- 
ting  Board  was  contemplating  establish- 
ing convenient  to  the  Orphanage  came 
up,  he  thought  he  saw  a danger  signal 
thrown  out,  and  true  to  his  characteristic 
courage,  he  sounded  the  alarm  at  the  Hat- 
tiesburg Convention  nine  months  ago, 
and  being  of  the  same  mind  still,  he  h.-is 
renewed  the  matter  as  above. 

Passing  by  all  minor  matters  intro- 
duced, we  confine  our  remarks  to  the  re- 
lation between  our  ot  phans  attending  a 
public  school  and  the  Indian  School  quys- 
tion. 

"The  principle”  is  that  it  is  unscriptural, 
and  hence  unwise  and  violative  of  Baptist 
polity,  for  a denomination  of  Christiaps 
to  become  the  ward  of  the  government,  Re- 
ceiving gifts  annually  or  otherwise,  for 
education  or  other  purposes.  As  heartily 
as  Bro.  Price  or  any  one  else  we  accept,  ad- 
vocate and  defend  this  principle.  Hence  in 
an  editorial  paragraph  some  weeks  since 
we  condemned  the  action  of  the  govern- 
ment in  appropriating  money  for  opera- 
ting Indian  Schools.  In  that  condemna- 
tion all  intelligent  Baptists  concur.  We 
also  took  occasion  to  express  in  these 
columns  our  approval  of  the  attendance 


on  the  part  of  the  children  in  the  Orphan- 
age upon  the  free  school  at  the  Orphan- 
age. From  our  view  on  this  point  Bro. 
Price  dissents.  We  are  sure  that  all  of  us 
desire  to  do  the  right  thing. 

Now  can  we  arrive  at  what  is  right  in 
the  present  situation?  We  believe  we  can. 
The  specific  thing  Bro.  Price  wishes  to 
know  is  how  The  Baptist  can  consis- 
tently condemn  the  Indian  School  appro- 
priations and  approve  the  attendance  of 
our  orphans  upon  the  free  school.  First 
then  let  us  state  the  facts  in  the  two  cases 
and  institute  a comparison.  Bro.  Price 
holds  that  the  two  are  identical,  while  we 
hold  that  they  are  essentially  different’. 

Let  the  facts  in  the  Indian  Schools  case 
be  presented  first:  1.  The  Indians  them- 
selves petitioned  the  government  to  turn 
over  to  the  Catholics  a sum  of  money  to 
. be  used  in  maintaining  schools  among  the 
Indians.  2.  The  government  has  repeated- 
ly done  this.  What  objection  to  this?  Is 
it  wrong  for  the  government  to  educate 
the  Indian?  Not  at  all.  But  our  conten- 
tion is  that  it  is  a great  mistake  for  the 
government  to  put  into  the  hands  of  one 
denomination  a sum  of  money  to  be  used 
solely  as  that  denomination  may  elect. 
The  Catholic  Church  has  from  time  im- 
memorial made  the  teaching  of  its  tenets 
in  all  its  secular  schools  a matter  of  first 
importance.  In  other  words,  their  doc- 
trines first,  and  literary  training  secon- 
dary. The  objection  to  this  sort  of 
procedure  is  that  it  is  violative  of  a Bible 
principle.  “My  kingdom  is  not  of  this 
world.” 

. • • 

TheTncts  in  the  ease  of  the  orphans  are 
substantially  and  briefly  these:  1.  Several 
persons  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Bap- 
tist Orphanage  suggested  to  Superinten- 
dent Carter  the  feasibility  of  these  families 
and  the  Orphanage  uniting  in  an  eflort  to 
have  a free  school  established  at  or  near 
the  Orphanage,  so  the  Orphanage  children 
and  other  children  living  near  enough 
might  have  school  advantages  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  State.  2.  The  matter  was 
brought  before  the  School  Board  of  Hinds 
County,  which  instructed  its  Locating 
Board  to  investigate  the  situation.  This 
Locating  Board  did  so,  and  recommended 
the  locating  of  a school  at  the  Orphanage, 
which  was  done  by  the  School  Board, 
with  the  approval  of  both  the  county 
Superintendent  and  the  State  Superin- 
tendent. 3.  The  citizens  of  the  Orphanage 
community,  tht  patrons  of  the  proposed 
school,  met,  and  elected  a board  of  three 
trustees,  Bro.  J.  R.  Carter  being  one  of 
them,  the  other  twe  not  even  being  Bap- 
tists. 4.  1’hey  had  no  house  in  which  to 
conduct  the  school.  The  Orphanage  hav- 
ing a suitable  house  offered  it  to  the  com- 
munity for  the  use  of  the  fchool.  This  ar- 
rangement being  perfectly  satisfactory  to 
all  the  patrons,  the  use  of  the  house  was 
accepted  by  them.  5.  The  trustees  then 
elected  teachers,  who  were  examined  by 
the  Board  of  Examiners,  and  commis- 
sioned by  the  county.  6 'These  teachers 
were  paid  in  full  by  the  county,  not  one 
cent  even  passing  through  the  hands  of 


the  Superintendent  of  the  Orphanage.  7. 
The  only  relation  the  Orphanage  has  to 
the  school  is  that  it  gives  the  county  the 
use  of  a house  free,  (a  thing  many  a Bap. 
tist  Church  has  done),  boards  the  teachers 
at  full  price,  sends  the  children  in  the  Or- 
phanage to  the  school  at  the  cx;^nse  of 
the  county,  and  furnishes  , its  SiqVrinten- 
dent  ns  one  of  the  trustees.  8.|  This  ar- 
rangement  was  passed  upon  and  approved 
by  the  Locating  Board,  the  County  Board, 
County  Superintendent,  State  Superinten- 
dent. and  Attorney  (>eneral. 

A careful  comparison  of  these  t\|o  eases 
will  reveal  several  differentiating  points 
1.  In  the  ’ former  case,  the  government 
puts  into  the  hands  of  a denomination  a 
large  sum  of  money  to-be  used  absolutely 
as  it  chouses;  in  the  latter,  not  one  cent  is 
handled  by  the  Orphanage  authorities 
but  passes  directly  from  the  hands  of  the 
county  to  the  teachers.  2.  In  the  former 
case,  the  government  relinquishes  all  right 
to  prescribe  the  character,  qualifications 
and  salary  of  the  teachers;  in  the  latter,’ 
the  county  has  absolute  control  in  the  sc- 
lection  of  teachers  and  the  fixing  ot  sala- 
ries. 3.  In  the  former,  the  religious  tejients 
of  one  denomination  are  always 
and  primarily  taught  at  the  exposes  of 
the  government;  in  the  latter,  no  denomi- 
national  tenets  are  taught.  4.  In  the  for- 
mer, every  teacher  must  be  a Catholic;  in 
the  lutter,  all  the  teachers  may  bel  nop- 
Baptist— they  might  be  infidels 
As  we  see  it,  the  school  at  the  Orphan- 
age differs  in  no  respect  from  any  other 
free  school  in  the  county.,  The  same  plower  I 
and  authority  that  creates,  sustains  ami 
kills  other  free  schools  is  operative  in  tips 
one.  The  register  shows  that  there  were 
during  the  session  just  closed  7H  children  M 
from  the  Orphanrfgc  and  35  from  outside  ^8 
the  Orphanage.  ^ 

The  civil  authorities  hold  that  the  laws  -w-; 
of  Mississippi  contemplate  an  equitable 
distribution  of  the  school  fund  among  all 
children  in  the  State  between  the  ages  ot 
five  and  twenty-one  ycnrs._  No  child  is  de- 
barred by  color,  poverty  or  wealth.  It  is 
the  natural  and  inalienable  right  of  every 
educable  child  in  the  State  to  participate  ^ 
in  the  distribution  of  the  school  fund,  pro- 
vided he  or  she  receive  his  or  her  prorata 
through  the  recognized  and  established 
channels  of  the  State. 

We  believe  this  right  is  so  secure  that  no 
child  can  be  deprived  of  it  even  by  the  mis, 
fortune  of  beeqming  nn  orphan,  nor  bv 
the  added  step  of  entering  n denomina- 
tional Orphanage.  W’e  still  insist  that  the 
children  at  the  Orphanage  attend  the  free  ' 
school  not  ns  orphans,  but  as  children  citi- 
zens exercising  their  birthright,  and  that 
in  attending  it  neither  they  nor  we  violate 
any  Baptist  or  Bible  principle.

He  had  as  much  right  to  use  his  oppor- 
tunity as  a preacher  to  enrich  himself  and 
push  his  personal  ambition  as  bjusiness 
men  had  in  the  prosecution  of  theie  voca- 
tion. This  statement  excited  special  re- 
mark: “The  State  is  just  as  truly  4 divine 
institution  as  the  church  is,  and  the  .gover- 
nor, tjhe  mayor,  the  superintendent  jof  po- 
lice, t£e  member  of  Legislature,  or  tjhe  city 
council,  or  the  school  board,  is  just  as 
much  a minister  and  servant  of  God  as  I 
am."i  Why  should  such  teaching  Attract 
special  attention?  It  was  only  an  did  doc- 
tiine  made  new.  The  apostle  Pauli  2,000 
years  ago  insisted  that  civil  government 
is  a divine  ordinance,  and  that  its  officers 
should  be  accepted  and  obeyed  as  < minis- 
ters eff  God  both  for  fear  of  punishment  and 
for  conscience  sake.  And  such  teaching 
ought  to  find  place  in  our  piilpitsi  in  no 
uncertain  or  wavering  tone.  One  can 
makejthe  secular  sacred  by  putting]  into  it 
the  Spirit  of  Christ,  and  one  can  ijegrade 
the  sacred  by  the  groveling  secular  spirit 
in  wffich  he  performs  its  duties.

tality was  in  abundance— souls  converted 
and  shouting  frequent. 

Saturday  meeting  apd  conference  were 
in  the  ascendency  then,  Saturday  confer- 
ence was  a day  of  much  business  or  rather 
of  much  time  consupied  and  often,  all  the 
good  effects  of  the  1 1 q 'clock  sermon  dissi- 
pated by  a long  and  wfarisome  conference. 
It  was  a time  to  air  i opinions,  to  make 
speeches  and  the  pew  and  the  deacons  had 
to  be  heaTd  from.  Speak  they  must  and 
speak  they  did  to  their  heart’s  content.  I 
now  think  they  overdid  the  matter  but 
there  was  this  good — the  speakers  felt  the 
better  doubtless  and  the  silent  members 
had  an  opportunity  to  grow  In  the  grace 
of  patience.  It  is  better  now.  We  Jiave 
learned  to  dispatch  business,  and  also  that 
we  can  get  along  with  less  talking.  We 
have  certainly  improved  on  the  old  time 
Saturday  conference.  It  is  well  for  our 
churches  which  have  once  a month  preach- 
ing to  keep  up  their  meetings.  It  is  the 
time  for  tlie  older  and  more  thoughtful 
members  to  meet,  to  have  "the  Word”  ex- 
pounded and  the  doctrines  of  our  faith  set 
fortfi  “in  order”  untotfaem.  God  speed  the 
day  when  all  our  churches  can  have  preach- 
ing two  Sabbaths  in  the  month!  To  this, 
I think,  we  are  tending.  In  those  good 
old  days  our  Sunday-schools  were  few, 
weak  and  crude.  We  had  no  Sunday- 
school  Literatures  Only  Bibles,  but  we 
did  the  best  we  could,  and  the,  effort  wns 
not  altogether  in  vain.
